that they should laim that unity o

sentiment upon all subjects prosented to
them which ever been the source of
Catholic strength, and that, In a spirit of
!wrfucl. charity towards every denomina-
ion, they wild freely exvhange thelr
views I relation to all matters which
affect them as mombers of the Catholic
church, In the words of the ‘uﬂonl issusd
hy the archbishop and blhu!n of the
United States assombled In the thind
lenary council of Baltimore, “wo clalin
Ioh« aoquainted both with the laws, in-
stitutions mud spirit of the Catholie church,
utid with the laws, institations snd spiril
of our country, snd wd emphatically de-
t!lllll'l.' ll'ml. there is no sotagonism between
them.'

They repudiate with equal curnestness
the assertion that thuy need (o lay aside
nny of thelr devotodness to thelr shurch to
be true Americans; the lvsinuation that
they need Lo nbate any of Lheir love for thelr
conntry's principles and institutions to be
faithful Catholics

They recognize, noxt In lmportancs to

Thoey disapprove of the employment of
very young minors, whether male or fe-
male, In factories an tending to dwarf and
relard the true development of the wago-
earners of the future.

They pledge themsolves to vco-oporate
with the clorgy In discussing and in solv-
ing those great economie, educational snd
social questions which atffect the inierest:
widd well belng of the church, the country
and socloty at large.

They respectiully prolest against any
chango in the policy of the government in
the matter of the education of the Indians
by which they will be deprived of Chris-
tinn teaching,

That the smeliornlion and promolion of
the physical and moral onliare of the negro
race is a subjoect of the utmont coneora, and
they pledge themselves to asdst their
clergy in ufl‘ wiys tending to effect any tm-
provement in (helr condiiion, :
